C. c. BONNEY’S ARGUMENT BEFORE THE 
SUB-COMMITTEE ON BANKBUPTCY. 

The sub-committee of the House Judiciary 
Committee to which was referred measures 
relating to bankruptcy this morning listened 
toa very elaborate Argument by Mr. C. C. 
Bonney, of Chicago, the author of what is 
known as the Bonney bill, in favor of the 
equity bankruptcy scheme. Mr. Bonney an- 
swered the claims made by the friends of the 
Lowell bill, declaring that the essential prin- 
ciple of a bankruptcy bill was a judicial ad- 
ministration of the estates of honest and un- 
fortunate debtors and their discharge from 
further liability. He argued that under the 
Lowell bill selfish and corrupt combinations 
of ereitors could sacrifice the rights of the 
minority. He said that the incompetency of 
u neee of creditors to deal with a bank- 
rupt’s estate had been thoroughly demon- 
strated by ‘ 

THE ENGLISH ACT OF 1869, 

which was now no longer enforced. The 
provision requiring three creditors to join in 
an involuntary petition would enable a debtor 
to swindle one or two and pay the rest with 
impunity and defy the law. He said that the 
equity bill does not enlarge the fee system, 
but requires the Court to limit fees 
to a fair compefisation in all cases, 
and that every composition or other matter 
in the course of the cause must be approved 
by the Court, thus guarding the estate and 
the rights of honest creditors against every 
species of corrupt combination. Mr. Bonney 
repelled the statement that the Judges can- 
not be trusted in such matters, but are to be 
hedged about with provisions refiecting on 
their integrity. He also contended that a 
Bankruptcy law is not the place for an en- 
largement of the criminal code. Additional 
crimes should be defined and punished, if 
required, in an act relating to criminal juris- 
prudence. He expressed great surprise at the 
apparent ignorance displayed of the exist- 
ence in this country of a vast ahd admirable 
system of equity jurisprudence built up by 
the courts during the last century, and com- 
mented on the administration of equity in 
the United States courts under a simple 
grant of jurisdiction, with very few regala- 
tions by statute, and the ninety-three rules 
adopted by the Supreme Court. He argued 
that it was absurd to say that a court which 
now, with eminent satisfaction to the people 
and the profession, deals iu a most complete 
and masterly manner with matters of dis- 
eovery, trust, fraud, accident, account, relief, 
from torfeitures, the performance of con- 
tracts, redemptions, and foreclosures, the 
administration of estates, and other matters 
of much greater complication and difficulty, 
cannot do

of distributing the estate of a bankrupt 
debtor and granting him a discharge. e 
described the equity practice in Chicago, and 
showed that the chancery courts, sitting side 
by side with the law courts, year after year 
dispatched their business with much greater 
speed, agg tiny and satisfaction to the pub- 
lie than the law courts have. He con- 
tended that the proper province of legisla- 
tion is to establish general rules, . the 
application oi those rules in partichlar cases 
to the courts of justice, as the only method of 
establishing a just and wise system of piac- 
tice. Mr. Bonney ridiculed as prepesterous 
the charge that the Equity bill involves a con- 
stitutional question, and would make a law 
for lawyers, receives, and dishonest débtprs. 
He then discussed the attempts made to 
create ponies opinion against the Equity bill 
since its adoption by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. He denied the competency of 
boards of trade and mercantile associations 
to instruct the Judiciary Committee of Con- 

ress in regard to the jurisdiction and prae- 

ce ofcourts of justice, and read letters 
from several experienced Chancellors show- 
ing the entire practicability of an equitable 
administration of a bankrupt’s estate. 
; IN CONCLUSION, 
he contended that the adoption of the Equity 
bill by the Senate Committee on the Judi- 
clary was a very great step in the direction 
of practical law reform, and earnestly ap- 

led to the House Committee, in view of 
the failure of the former system, to give the 
equity system the benefit of a full, fair, and 
practicai trial. If successful, as he believed 
it would be, avery great benefit would be 
secured. If it should prove unsatisfactory, 
it could easily be changed without having 
done any considerable harm. The Chair- 
man sta that no conclusion had been 
reached. ‘The report that the Lowell bill has 
been agreed upon by the House Committee 
is incorrect. :

THE CHINESE. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH A MAN WHO KNOWS 
ALL ABOUT THEM. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 6.—A_ Pacifie-

„What,“ 1 asked; “do you think of the 
suggestions of the President's veto message 
relative to reprisals in China?“ 

“The President's talk about reprisals is 
not founded upon full information. Every 
American is in China by virtue, not simply 
of the treaties of the United States, but of 
the treaties of all the Western nations with 
China. 

THE ‘MOST-FAVORED NATION CLAUSE’ 
is in all these treaties, and the attempt to ex- 
clude Americans from China would be re- 
sisted strenuously by Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and France, as such an act would in- 
dicate clearly that the time might come when 
other foreigners would share the same fate. 
But there is not the slightest fear that the 
Chinese Government will do anything of the 
kind. There are not 400 Americans in all 
the treaty-ports of China. In 1878, accord- 
ing to the Hong Kong directory, there were 
357 Americans, including officials, mission- 
aries, and werchants, In all the Asiatic 
countries—Japan, China, Cochin-China—out- 
side of officials and merehants, there are 
Not Quire 5,000 EUROPRANS AND AMERICANS 

COMBINED, 
Of the Americans in China, seven-tenths 
are employers of labor, and are connected 
with the great business houses, and have the 
support of the merchants, both in China and 
California, and the first persons to resist any 
attempt to remove the Americans from China 
would Le these merchants, who are a portion 
of the Six Companies, which have as large 
a control in, China as they do in San Francisco. 
The Chinese Six Companies, as a matter of 
fact, in San Francisco, have monopolized 
seven-tenths ot the traue af that port, and 
these companies know well that any at- 
tempt to interfere with Americans in China 
would be quickly followed. by reprisals upon 
the Six Companies in California. The rela- 
tions between the Americans in China and 
the Six Companies in California are close, 
and so important in a business way that 
TO TALK OF REPRISALS IS IDLE.” 

“From what source do you consider the 
opposition to the vetoed Chinese bill comes?“ 

First. from the agents of the Central Pa- 
cific Company. ‘They have been very earnest 
in their opposition to thé bill; second, the 
Chinese Six Companies ,have operated upon 
the Chinese Minister here aud have made 
him their agent, and he, as the veto mes- 
sage shows, labored with the President; 
third, the Boston tea merchants—principally 
Forbes & Co.—and the Boston capitalists in- 
terested in shipping and in the Mexican rail- 
way enterprises. The Central Pacific Com- 
pany is especially interested in the ultimate 
defeat of the bill. This company controls 
both the Pacific Mail and the Oriental Steam- 
ship Lines from San Francisco to Shanghai 
and Hong Kong, and the principal part of 
the business of this company is the shipment 
of Chinese laborers.” 


SHIPHERD’S EXAMINATION. 
THE MAN BECOMING SLIGHTLY CONFUSED. 
Syectal Dispatch to The “hittege TYt'une. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6.—The face of 
Jacob R. Shipherd is naturally ruddy, Since 
his ilimess it has grown pale. Today it was 
frequently flushed red to the roots of ‘his 
blende hair, He has repeatedly protested 
that he was embarrassed, He did this yes- 
terday before he entered upon the reading of 
his carefully prepared philippic upon the 
character of Gen. Hurlbut over the latter's 
new-made grave. The reason was apparent 
today. Hitherto Shipherd has not replied 
directly to half a dozen questions. He has 
been a voluble witness, and has seemed to lead 
the committee about by the nose. Hehas had 
the fullest freedom, and has used the com- 
mittee as an advertising agency for his de- 
funct moonshine company. He has tius far 
attempted to vindicate this legitimate en- 
terprise and its honest promotion,” but today 

he was notified that

and for funeral orations had ended and the 
witness—one-haif Chadband and one-half 
Robert MacCaire—was reaily embarrassed. 
His interrogator was a man with a logical 
mind—Mr. Rice, of Massachusetts—whose 
clear, direct questions required different an- 
swers from those which have to this time 
been given to the committee.

Yet, 
when Mr. Rice sharply inquires whether 
Shipherd meant to insinuate that he offered 
a bribe to Blaine, the witness becomes en- 
barrassed, flounders about, almost snivels, 
and finally assumes an indignant role. Ship- 
herd’s testimony showed many inconsisten- 
cies. How momentous and how important 
these are Will more clearly appear When the 
cross-examination upon this branch of the 
subject is concluded. It now seems 
more probable at . commit- 
tee has commenced serious work, 
and that th chapters sgt the 
Shipherd’s frivolous talk have ended, that he 
is not to be permitted longer to read essays 
upon jurisdictional questions or the immor- 
tality of the soul, The greater vigor in the 
committee today leads fo the conclusion that, 
possibly before long, the correspondence be- 
tween Shipherd and the Congressmen of 
which he has spoken may be demanded. 
THE TESTIMONY. 
fo the Western Associated Press. 

Wastineron, D. C., April 6.— The Ship- 
herd examination was resumed this morning. 
‘The witness, after explaining that the Peru- 
vian Company held the claim through a 
natural son of Cochet, stated that the corre- 
spondence with Hurlbut was begun by a let- 
ter written by him (Shipherd) May .

Shipherd (turning very red in the face)—I 
see no reason why any member of this com- 
mittee should put such a qaestion to me, 
1 — the implication conveyed has gone 
too far.

FRELINGHU YSEN. 
HIS QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE sr. PETERS- 
BURG MISSION. 
. Spectal Dispatch w The Civica THA 

Wasuinaton, D. C., April 6—What was 
expected by some and feared by some when 
Frelinghuysen was appointed to the State 
Department, is being realized—to-wit: that, 
respectable as he is, he does not possess the 
calibre for tne place. His performances and 
omissions leave little doubt on the subject. 
It is obvious that without inspiration, which 
most of the commonplace men who have 
preceded him have had the benetit. of, this 
branch of Arthur’s Administration stands in 
danger of proving a dead failure. The death 
of Caleb Cushing precludes the possibility of 
theincumbent having the benefit of advice 
based on learning and experience which the 
State Department enjoyed for upward 
of a quarter of a century. What seems 
probable at the present moment is, 
that if Arthuris to have any success in the 
management of foreign questions he 
must have a new head to the State Depart- 
ment. It may not bean easy thing to replace 
Mr. Blaine, but it ought not to be difficult to 
improve on Mr. Frelinghuysen. Many are of 
the opinion that the gentleman's name as 
much as any known qualification procured 
his appointment. It is not always*safe to 
elevate an individual to a high and responsi- 
bie post because of the good character or on 
account of the excellent abilities of an an- 
eestor. With smooth sailing and nothing 
disturbing transpiring, it is not improbable 
that the present Secretary, who will always 
be thought of 
IN STRIKING CONTRAST WITH MR. BLAINE, 
would flodt with the tide, and do nothing to 
dispel the illusion created by his honored 
name and the recollection of his distinguished 
ancestor, t is not improbable that Arthur 
now realizes the mistake of not listening to 
admonitions to seek for the right man for 
Secretary without special regard to his name. 
The danger in disregarding this manifestiy 
wise injunction was not denied at the time, 
but security, it was supposed, would be in- 
sured by inducing Mr. Bancroft Davis to be- 
come Mr. Frelinghuysen’s first lieutenant. 
Either Davis has lost his cunning or the in- 
tention of the arrangement has been some 
way frustrated, for it isubvious that, 80 far 
as the management of the State De- 
partment has been develo to. the 
publie, there has been in it very little of Da- 
vis but a good deal of Frelinghuysen. 
Baneroft Davis is not wanting in capacity for 
almost rtd ordinary work in the department, 
and usually writes good English, which lat- 
ter caynot be said to be found in some of the 
productions signed by the Secretary: It may 
be accepted as a bad state of things when a 
person charged with duties requiri for 
their performance certain exuct capabilities 
neither possesses them nor will permit tne 
supplying of the deficiency through the as- 
sistance of others—even 5 a subordinate of 
unquestioned capacity. f this is not the 
fact with the present Secretary of State, then 
appearances are decidedly misleading, 
Unfortunately for Arthur, whatever 
has come to the . public eye from his 
leading Cabinet officer has pointedly .sug- 
gested comparisons between him and Blaine, 
whom no one would venture to suggest the 
possibility of being the author of certain pro- 
ductions that have lately emanated from the 
State Department.

This 
depends, however, omhoW Capable Arthur is 
to understand what is due to himself and the 
country, and to act accordingly.

Work in the Northwest.

Sr. Pat, Minu., April 6.—The heavy rains of 
last night and today, following lighter rains 
earlier in the week, in thé southern part of the 
State, will delay agricultural operations and post- 
pone seeding, tor which many farmers were 
ready for at least a week. The following speviais 
to the Pionecr- Press were reeeived tonight: 

Granite Fallse—The ud in this section was in 
fair condition for ing up to Tuesday night, 
when it commeadced to ruin, and continued until 
this morning. It now bids fair to clear 
off. Considerable grain is aire 
ground. Hixson Bros. had put in fifty 
acres of wheat up to Tuesday night. It will be 
several days before work can be resumed. 

Ramsey— Ine warm and rainy weather that 
has prevailed bere the past week has prevented 
the commencement of seeding. fe Will be a 
larwe decrease of wheat and An increasé of other 
grain sown. The amount of old grain on hand 
is smaller than usual at this season. 

Serimbrota—The ground is wetter than ever 
known before at this date. The d 
are almost impassable, and teams 
empty wagons are Sstalied in the 
ways every day. No expectation of 
seeding short of ten days or twu weeks with 
most favorable weather. Less wheat and more 
barley will be sown than usual. It is believed 
that two-thirds of last year’s crop gone into 
market. 

Sunkopee— The recent heavy rain will retard 
seeding operations somewhat, 3 4 most 
of the prairie farmers Were ready for opera- 
tions. In the timpér it will take a week of 
steudy and drying winds to prepare the ground. 
Most of the old crop is marketed, aud probably 
not more than one-fourth remains in the grana- 
ries. The late bigh pri in the staple cereal 
will cause asligut increase in acreage fur the 
season. 

Sauk Cenfre—Preparations for farming opera- 
tons in this locality are quite active and ex- 
tensive.

The veto of the Chinese Restriction bill 


sent to the Senate Tuesday (nominally by 
the Acting President of the United States, 
but really by the Chinese Minister Resident 
at Washington) is one of the shallowest 
State documents ever submitted as a veto by 


the Executive. It is disingenuous. It is 
verbose and feeble. It covers more ground 


than is necessary, and argues the merits of 


the question from any point of view very in- 


sufficiently and superficially. 


One might suppose from the gesolutions 
adopted by some religious association of 


clergymen applauding the veto that an en- J 


tirely new principle was presented in the 
bill. But nothing of the sort is true. Presi- 


dent Hayes vetoed the Fifteen-Passenger 


bill m 1879 solely on the ground that it was a 
violation of treaty faith. Commissioners 
were appointed and a new treaty hegotiated 
to meet his objections. Congress was acting 
under this new treaty when it passed the 
Restriction bill, and its action was strictly 
within the limits of thattreaty. The Repub- 
liean party recognized this principle fully in 
Its platform of 1880, on which Garfield and 
Arthur were elected, the sixth resolution of 
which was as follows: 


Since the authority to reguiate immigration 
and interdourse between the United States and 
foreign nations rests with the Congress of the 
United States and the treaty-making power, the 
Republican party, regarding the uaorestricted 
immigration of the Chinese as a matter of 

ve —— under the the exervise of 
these powers, would limit and restrict that 
immigration by the enactment of such just, 
humane, and reasonable laws and treaties as 
will produce chat result. 


The Restriction bill passed by both Houses

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MINISTER LOWELL AND THE 
PECTS.” 


The report of Secretary Frelinghuysen rel- 
ative to the American citizens imprisoned in 
Ireland places our Minister (Lowell) in a po- 
sition that must fill Americans with surprise 
and mortification. We confess we were 
not prepared to find that lie had acted so 
weak and pusillanimous a part. The Secre- 
tary’s instruction to him was explicit and 
was all that any fair-minded American could 
ask for under the circumstances. The Sec- 
retary lays down the position of this country 
in the following unmistakable language: 


If American citizens, while within British ju- 
risdiction, offend aguinst the British laws, this 
Government will nut seek to shield them from 
the legal consequences of their acts; but it 
must insist upon the application to their cases 
of those common 8 of criminal juris- 
prudence which, in the United States, secure to 
every man wbo offends sguiust its laws, whether 
ho be an American citizen or a foreign subject, 
those incideuts to criminal @rosecution which 
afford the best safeguard to personal liberty 
and the strongest securities aguinst oppression 
under the forms of law which migbt otherwise 
be practiced through excessive seal. That the 
accused person shall immediately upon arrest 
be iptormed of the specitic crime or offense upou 
which be is heid, and that he shall be offered op- 
portuaity for speedy trial before an impartial 
court and jury, are venoatial to vvery criminal 
prusecu tion—necessary alike to the tection 
of innocence and the ascertainment of guilt. 


Mr. Lowell, instead of vigorously acting 
upon the letter of his instructions without 
any halting or quibbiing, as was his @uty, 
proceeds to doubt whether the Secretary’s 
instructions are applicable under the terms 
of the Coercion law, and replies: 


It will give me great pleasure to commusi- 
icate to Lord Granviile the views you have so 
clearly and eloquently expressed as to the tnjus- 
tice of some of the features of the so-cailed 
tecuhon act, and especially to its retroactive 
character. But I would respectfully suggest 
whetber any steps would be gained toward the 
speedy trial or release of aish by munen 
against the law itseit under which he was 
prehended, so long as Lord Granville ex 
declines to make aay distinction between 
subjects and American citizens in the cen irish 
of the (coercion) law, a position which, I presume, 
may be justified by precedeut under our diplo- 
matic history. 


This country does not recognize any such 
doctrine as that stated in the italics as claimed 
by the English. A law of Congress, Sec. 
2,001 of the Revised Statutes, reads: 


Whenever itis made known to the President 
that any citizen of the United States has been 
unjustly deprived of his liberty by or under the 
authority of any forcign Government, it shall 
be the oe Oy the President forthwith to de- 
mand of t Government the reasons of such 
im nméent; and if it appear to be wroogiul 
and in violation of the rignts of American citi- 
zenship, the President shall forthwith demand 
the release of such citizen, and if the release 80 
demanded is unreasonably delayed or refused, 
the President shall use such meana, not amoutnt- 
ing to acts of war, as he may think necessary 
and proper to obtain or effectuate the release; 
and all the tacts and proceedings relative there- 
to shali, as soon as practicable, be communicat- 
ed by the President to Congress. 


That is the American doctrine put in the 
form of a law of the Republic, and Lowell is 
not at liberty to ignore it. 

* The British Government may do as it 
pleases with its subjects under its Coercion 
law or any other law. It may set its police 
sples at work, and, upon their secret report 
that one of its subjects is domg something 
suspicious against the Queen’s peace, it may 
arrest and jail him without informing him 
why he is arrested, and keep him imprisoned 
indefinitly, without the right of habeas ¢ér- 
pus, counsel, jury, or trial, without our 
Government baving an international right to 
interfere, or consider such acts as unfviend- 
ly” towards this country. But the British 
Government cannot treat American citizens 
in that way without being liable to be called 
sharply to account for it. American 
citizens are not to be incarcerated as 
“suspéects ” under any English Coercion act. 
And that is. what Mr. Lowell should have 
said at once to Lord Granville. Had he said 
it the prisoners would have been tried or re- 
leased long before this time, instead of lying 
six months in a dungeon without trial or 
without even being informed what they were 
tharged with. instead of doing his plain 
duty as ordered, which was instantly to 
notify Lord Granville that the American peo- 
ple demanded that its arrested citizens should 
either be tried or released, instead of doing 
all he could to secure this res. he did the 
least he could, and, more than that, petti- 
fogged the case in the interests of Lord Gran- 
ville, who seems to have dazed him with his 
tities, rank, and dinners. Without any re- 
monstrance at all he seems to have accepted 
their arrett and confinement without trial, 
and the refusal of the British Government 
even to acquaint him with the cause of ar- 
rest, because they were alleged to be sub- 
ject to the provisions of the Coercion law. 
He seems to have forgotten that he was not 
the judge whether they were amenable to 
that law, and that his only duty in the prem- 
ises was to demand peremptorily and promptly 
either their trial or release. even if he pe 
ished himself from every Lord’s.table 
were shubbed by every Earl and Marquis in 
London. 

There is nothing in any treaty between 
the two countries, there is no precedent or 
obligation in international law, which gives 
the English Government the right to im- 
prison American subjects indefinitly on 
‘suspicion’ and deny them the right of 
trial; non is there anything in either that 
makes it obligatory upon the American peo- 
ple to suffer such an indignity. They may 
care nothing for what that Government may 
do with its own subjects under its own laws, 
but they do care what that Government does 
with American citizens under arbitrary 
laws, and had they been represented by a 
Minister who had the stamina to disregard 
aristocratic social influences and make him- 
self unpopular among the feudal Lords the 
outrage would not have been committed, 
Mr. Lowell may have 4 great admiration for 
the lofty company in which he finds 
himself, through the courtesy of his Gov- 
ernment, and he may share the aristocracy’s 
dislike of the Irish as a race, but he Was 
sent to London to protect American citizens 
in their intérnational rights, and he is hot to 
diseriminate. If there were but one Ameri- 
can citizen in the Kilmainham Jail, and he 
the lowest and humblest Irishman or negro 
in this country, it was Lowell’s business to 
throw around him the protection of the 
Government of this country. Instead of do- 
ing that, he is belittling the outrage, arguing 
the ease from an English point of view, 
and working against the interests of the 
people whom he misrepresents, 


By reference to ap article from the Phila- 
delphia Press, printed elsewhere, it will be 
seen how vigorously Lord Lyons protected 
British subjects during our Civil War..

It is not hecessary to go beyond the official 
correspondence to see that Mr. Lowell has 
nat performed his duty, and that he has been 
influenced by his surroundings to play into 
the hands of Lord Granville He has been 
dazed mesmerized by the Lords, Mar- 
quises, and Earls with whom he associates, 
and with whom he dines: and wines, until he 
he has ceased to be a robust American and 
has become something very like a flunkey. 
It is time that he be retired from his posi- 
tion, so that his place may be filled by an 
American with “sand” enough to stand up 
for the rights of American citizens, and who 
can so far resist Lord Granville's fascina- 
tions as to let him know without any cireum- 
locution that American citizens thrown into 
Knglish dungeons upon alleged suspicion 
must have an immediate trial or equally im- 
mediatg release or there will be trouble.

CHICAGO AND HER EASTERN CRITICS. 

Among the “little creatures whom a mys 
terious Providence for some inscrutable pur- 
pose permits to edit the country newspapers 
(to quote the late Horace Greeley’s words) 
there is one in Springfield, Mass., who in the 


“the cake.” Cooped up in a small New Eu- 
gland town and oppressed by the traditional 
prejudice of his surroundings, this unfort- 
unate individual has ne sort of conception of 
the boundless resources of his country be- 
yond the Alleghenies, and would contract its 
enterprises within the scope of bis own little 
State and his own proportionately smaller 
comprehension. The other day he atttacted 
to himself the attention of THe CuicaGo 
Tm by an ignorant and impertinent 
criticism on the Hennepin-Canal project, 
and ever since Toe TreuNe exposed his 
ignorance and impertinence he has been 
smarting under the cuffing he received. He 
now tries to get even with Tux Trisune by 
abusing Chicago, and in a recent issue deliv- 
ered himself of the following smart re- 
flections: 


Chicago is indeed a great city. The list of its 
bankrupts for the last dozen years would alone 
fillthe Springtieid directory, and then there is 
the “marvelous growth.” Look at its public 
works! To be sure fastidious people get their 
drinking-water from Wisconsin in barrels, but 
itis generally thought that the appearance of 
sewage in the city supply is such an ev idence of 
“growth that it would be unpatriotic to object 
to it—and then the flavor and odor remind the 
people to boast about the tunnel which is to be 
dug to end ali trouble. And then the parks, the 
famous breatbing-places for the poor.“ These 
piades really exist—a good number of Commis- 
sioners bave got rich confiscating land by taxa- 
tion to pay for them—and have been industri- 
ously giorified by all good citizens for a dozen 
years. If the poor man lives in the right end of 
the town 1 Will not have to jouruey more than 
six or eight miles tu get to the parks—which he 
can distinguish from eurrounding prairies by the 
„ keep-off-the-grasa’’ signs—and once there he 
finds endless delight in thinking how his grand- 
children will enjoy themselves under the trees 
to be planted there. 


And more to the same purport. 

It is really a great compliment to Chicago 
that its growthin the past and possibilities 
in the future are not understood by New 

england country editors. If Chicago’s 
greatness were limited to the comprehension 
of such people it would not be the marvelof 
the time. If the list of Chicago bankrupts 
would fill a Springfield directory, it is not 
because Chicago has more thaa its share of 
failures, but because Springfield is so smal! 
and this city is so big im population and in 
business enterprise that its exceptional feat- 
ures are larger than a little New England 
factory town. Chicago had a fire some 
years ago—almost long enough ago to be 
forgotten in the city where it occurred— 
and the country was struck by a tremen- 
dous financial panic within the next two 
years. But, though Chicago had so recently 
sustained a loss of $250,000,000 to $300,000,000 
in the destruction of property, Chicago banks 
when the panic came were about the only 
ones in the country which did not resort to 
the makeshiftof issuing “ certificates” in- 
stead of currency, and otherwise compromis- 
ing with the situation. But a fittle fellow 
who publishes a little newspaper in a little 
town in the little State of Massachusetts can’t 
understand the importance of such an affair. 
To him the number of two-penny failures is 
the most conspicuotis financial feature of 
acity whose trade and commerce reaches 
several hundred millions annually. He is 
equally unable to conceiveof a city being 
supplied with water from a vast inland sea 
mad e up from springs, and of course cannot 
understand how the drinking of such water 
has led to a refinement of taste which de- 
mands still purer water from individual 
springs in Wisconsin. It will not be very 
many years betore Chicago will have a larger 
population than the entire State of Mas- 
sachusetts, and one of the reasons for 
it will be that it has an unfailing suppiy of 
pure water for all who come—water so much 
better, eben at its worst, than the New En- 
gland cities enjoy as to excite envy and anti- 
mosity. Acity whith is growing at such a 
rate as to require a ship-canal for its drain- 
age ig beyond the wildest of Massachusetts 
fancies, and the spirit of unbelief prompts an 
unreasoning opposition to the construction of 
such a canal because it may still further pros 
mote the greatness of this Western metrop- 
olis. 

When parks were decided upon for Chi- 
cago, proper account was taken of the cer- 
tainty that business would require all the 
central part of the city, and that the breath- 
ing-places should be located in the midst of 
the future residence districts. In earrying 
out this wise plan only one mistake was 
made. Lincoln Park was located too near 
the centre of the city; the South Side and 
West Side parks were put in about the right 
places. Whether or not they are large 
enough cannot be determined till Chicago 
shall attain an adult growth. New England 
nas a little spot cailed “ Boston Common.” 
What other has it fit to be called a park? 

Other criticisms might be answered in de- 
tall just as satisfactorily if it were worth 
While. Dut it isn’t. The New England 
people who have sufficient ambition to come 
West to Chicago to live soon have their ideas 
broadened out by the associations, and quick- 
ly learn jo appreciate the blessings of an 
emancipated condition and an enlarged ca- 
reer. To those who remain in New England 
it is not possible to arrive at any estimate of 
Chieago’s vastness and superior advantages, 
and hence it is a waste of time to Silate upon 
the subject. But the Springfield Republican 
man may be assured that he and Sea 
fortunates similarly situated are objec 
pity in this community, and they only excite 
contempt because they cannot shake off the 
shackles that hold them down and go out 
into the great world for themselves. They 
should approach Chicago by gradual stagesf 
however, or they will be overpowered and 
not survive the shock of the change.

If he was not disposed to 
carry out the Blaine policy he ought to have 
fraukly avowed his convictions and recalled 
Special-Envoy Trescott. Instead of doing 
this he allowed Trescott to remain in South 
America—indeed, insisted upon his doing so; 
but at the same time tied his hands and left 
him the butt of Chilian diplomacy. But ‘it 
will be supremely ridicplous if Chili shall as- 
sume that Frelinghuysen’s awkward treat- 
ment of the case is any indication of Ameri- 
cau cowardice, and Chili will be very unwise 
if it shall ever proceed upon any such hy

We do not suppose that at any time since 
the establishment of railroad transportation 
between Chicago and the seaboard, of steam 
navigation between the Atlantic ports and 
Liverpool, there has been such a complete 
wreek and demoralization in rates of trans- 
portation and prices of grain as at the present 
date. 

Yesterday and Wednesday charters for 
wheat and corn by rail from Chicago or To- 
ledo to New York and by steamer from New 
York to Liverpool could be had here at 20 
cents per 100 pounds. The nominal or official 
rate by the confederate railroad companies 
is 23 cent® per 100 to New York alone. Lit- 
erally, this rate from Chicago to Liverpool 
when compared with the so-called rate to 
New York shows that grain may be shipped 
hence for nothing, or; perhaps more accu- 
rately speaking, at whatever rate the shipper 
may choose to pay. Of course prices are 
equally demoralized. The once inexorable 
rule that the price at the place of destination 
fixes the price at the point of shipment, the 
cost of transportation being the difference, 
falls under the extraordinary condition of 
there being no definit charge for trausporta- 
tion. The prices here being greater than for- 
elan purchasers are willing to pay, no ship- 
ments are made, and there is no demand for 
transportation. The holders of grain on this 
side are confident of ultimately obtaining 
all that they demand, and are indifferent 
whether the stuff goes forward or not. The 
result, however, is most extraordinary. The 
markets at Liverpooland Chicago are wholly 
independent of one another, with that at 
Liverpool the lower. There being no exports 
or shipments, no transportation by rail or 
water on land or oceanis needed, so the 
faet is, wonderfu! as it may be, that there is 
no market price for grain and no market 
price for transportation by rait or by ocean 
steamer. Everything is wrecked, demoral- 
ized, and for the time destroyed.

THE GERMAN TOBACCO-MONOPOLY SCHEME. 

BERLIN, March 24.— The extraordinary ill- 
fortune which has of late pursued Prince 
Bismarck on the field of domestic legislation 
has been repeated in a new and very striking 
manner today. Of all his schemes of fiscal 
reform the proposed monopoly of the tobacco 
trade by the State is to which the Chan- 
celior attaches most importance. The bill 
on this subject has been for some time under 
discussion in the “Economical Council.“ 
This is an institution. ereated by Prince Bis- 
marek about a year ago. The object of it 
was avowedly to give counsel and scientific 
or technical aid to the Government in refer- 
ence to any economical or fiscal changes it 
might propose. The new Council, whose 
members were either directly or indi- 
rectly appointed by the Government, was 
looked on with suspicion by the Liberals, 
who charged it with usur part of the 
functions of Parliament. In any case the 
Council was ereature of nee Bis- 
marek, and the very last thing anticipated 
from it was that it would reject Any weasure 
to which he was known to be attached.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 6.—The Republican 
members of the Congressional Apportionment 
Committees of the two Houses struck out for 
themselves at their joint session this afternoon 
and did something.

THE VETO. 


President Angell, of Aun Arbor, Mich., 
Gives His Views on the Chinese 
Treaty and lis Provisions. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., April 6.—President Angell 
was asked tonight to state what the Chinese and 
American Commissioners contemplated in their 
negotiations as to the time of suspension, and 
also as regards President Arthur's interpreta- 
tion of the treaty. 80 far as he can remember, 
there was no specific discussion as to the time ot 
suspension contemplated. The question of the 
leogth of time was not, he thinks, brought for- 
mally under discussion; but, as the negotiations 
extended over six weeks, with almost continu- 
ous itt ines of the Commissioners, ne is unwill- 
mg to speak with greater positiveness on this 
point, as be does not undertake to remember 
all said during this time. The Chinese 


Commissioners at one time, however,did submit 
certain propositions intimating their willingaess 
to come to some agreement as to limitations as 
to time and number. They were then asked to 
detine what they meant by these terms. In - 
lustration of their meaning they said that, as to 
limitation of number they were willing w main- 
tain a certainaverage yearly number of immi- 
grants, or to agree that the total number in this 
country should be sept Guwn tortbat at present 
bere, etc... Ad to jimitation of time, they 
would “CUnsent to ‘restrict immigration to 
alternate years, or to suspend it 
lor two, three, or Ave years. Whether their 
views thus given by way of illustration of the 
meaning of their propositions gluded to above 
were tu be taken us their interpretation of the 
treaty as finaliy agreed upvf must be a matter 
of inf@rence. President Angell thought the Chi- 
gese’ Commissioners, however, @d refuse to 
cunsent to probibidion, which was first suggested 
by the United States Commissioners. The Cai- 
bese evidentiy understood the word limitation 
and suspension in the limited sense indicated by 
Presideut Artour in his veto. The Chinese, be 
thought, were in not any way snxious 
for the privilege of immigration to this 
country ; but, as a paternal Government, felt 
that they should protect their subjects who 
came dere, and the latter sbould be treated 
eyuaily well with immigraots of other pation- 
alities. What the Chinese Government would 
do in case the bill had become a law was a matter 
of conjecture. In the case of Kngland, although 
ail Australian colonies have arbitrarily. prohib- 
ited immigration, the Chinese did nothing. 
President Augelli personally thinks a five-years’ 
suspension as an experiment is preferable to the 
vetoed bill, the restrictions of which he 
thought were unnecessarily severe. This, 
however, he conceded, was a mat- 
ter of opinion. Both the Burlingame treaty 
and the recent treaty were made at the solicita- 
tion of the United States, and in both cases the 
Chinese bad given courteous consent to the 
views of the American interest, and neither 
time did y manifest very great interest in 
the con ions they Made or the results likely 
to follow. y

Imortant Decision Relative to Baukrupt 
Insurance Companies. 
Sometime ago the Supreme Court decided 
that actions against stockhuiders in the numer- 
ous bankrupt fire-insurasce companies to re- 
cover oo their statutory liability for double the 
amount of stock beid, were suits in the nature 
of actions on a statuory penaity. Kecently 
they have goae further, and iu a decision in the 
case of Cox vs. Jameson, tied March 28 at Spring- 
field, have beld that the two years’ statute of lim- 
itavons applied to these cuses. In other words, 
the fourteenta section of the statute cf linita- 
mons provided that actions for a statutory pen- 
ulty should be commenced within two years 
next after the cause of action accrued, and 
the present suit beg fur such a statutory pen- 
alty suit must have been brougat within two 
years after the cause of action accrued, 
or attex ne great fire of Oct. 9, 171. That not 
havi een done, Wwe case could not be sus- 
tuined,Gad the judgment of the court below 
must be reversed. Tuis decision is of cousider- 
abie importance, ag a few speculators and 
soarpers have been driving a flourishing busi- 
ness since the decision in the Spruance case by 
buyiug up claims against defunct insurance 
companies aud suing the stockholders of tue 
companies. Many of che latter have settied, 
but some have fought to the lust. though 
with little hope. Oaiy at the last term of tae 
Appellate Court fifty suits of this kind were de- 
cided against divers stoekhoiders, in accordance 
with the decision in the Spruance case, As none 
of the suits were begun’ within the two years’ 
limit, the victory of the plaintiffs in those suits 
will be but a barren one. There must be at least 
ra involved directly or indirectly in this 
ecision.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 6.—W. K. Ackerman, 

President of the Intnois Cetitral, and B. O. Cook, 

Solicitor of the Cx O & Northwestern, held a 

conferérice with the Raiiroadand Warehouse 

Commissioners today relative to their recent 

revision of the classificagon of freight in the 

new schedule of railroad rates. These gentle- 
men came — — with documents, figures, 
and arguments to show that the recent changes 
iu the classification made by the board, which 
have been published in Tun Tuner, were un- 
reasonable and ruinous to the roads. They 
wrestied with the Commissioners for five 
hours, endeavoring to convince them that 
they bad made a serious mistake, and hdd 
done great Jury to the roads. They were in- 
clined to think that the majority of the board— 
Commissioners Smith and Kobitisoh—were dis- 
posed to crowd thé roads to the wall! and that 
they had not treated them fatriy in making 
such a sweeping change in rates without giving 
the railroads notice Or an Opportunity to show 
why the changes should not have been made. 
The new classification takes dffect on the ivth 
inst., and when Messers. Ackerman aud Cook 
found Commissioners Smith and Robinson in- 
digposed to make ony modfiication they asked 
that the time of the taking effect of this 
new classification should be postponed for thirty 
days to give the railroads of the State an bppor- 
tunity to show cuuse woy it should be rescinded 
entirely. They urged this postponement with 
force and eurnestness, but, after a protracted 
discussion Ot the whole matter, thé Commis. 
sioners decided to refuse this request. This was

Stocks opened weak, with the bears in control 
of the Market. There were slight railies in the 
morning, and at one time it was thought that as 
today was to be a holiday the bears would cover 
inthe afternoon the market would close 
strong. But these expectations were disap- 
pointed. After an active day stocks closed weak 
and feverish. Money was bid upto 6 per cent. 
The short interest was largely increased. Jersey 
Central and Lake Shore were special objects of 
attack. Gould was believed by caretui observ- 
ers to have sold “siugs” of stock—slug evi- 
dentiy coming from the same Anglo-Saxon vo- 
cabulary as peg. Rumors of a bad failure hung 
all day over the stock market—the house named 
having beeu badly hurt in an opium specula- 
tion. There was excellent selling all day. Most 
of the short interest is now in Wabash and 
Lackawanna. 

The active stocks were Western Union, Jer- 
sey Central, Lake Shore, New York Central, Wa- 
bash preferred, Missouri Pacific, Louisville, and 
Denver.

The Grapiic states that the Villard purchasing 
syndicate was closed on Saturday by the pay- 
ment ot the last instalments due on the sub- 
scriptions to the stock of the Oregon & Trans- 
continental Company.

Ino what I say, for I was in the advance 
that day from daylight till dark. My regiment 
drove back the Rebel skirmishers from noon til 
40'clock. We were in the advance, with the 
3 Ohio Battery in our rear, the whole 

day. We were the first regiment in live of bat- 
tle, and the lust to leave the origiual live. I saw 
everything in our troat, from tirst to last, in the 
way of movements, and Gen. Rosecrans nor any 
other man rode along our front after the battle 
opened. It would have been suicidal to have 
dune so. This you may Judge from the tact that 
in the hour and a halt or two hours we beld our 
position my compa ay had twenty-eight killen 
and wounded out of sixty that went into the 
light—within two of every other man. 

ore than this, Gen. Rosecrans was not on the 
fied befure the battle opened. He bad not been in 
the front the whole day, except at one time 
about fifteen minutes to a baif hour before the 
fight, when he rode up with his staff, when we 
were baited, and theu rode off on a rvad to our 
right, saying he was going to see about the Ful- 
ton road. After de had been gone some little 
time our column moved on, and when our reg!- 
ment had moved about twice or three times its 
length up a slight wooded ridge the Rebels in 
line of battle tired on our skirmishers, and we 
found our line of ove brigade front under tire. 

Gen. Rosecrans bud run us into a hornets’ 
nest, and had loft us before the varmints began 
to sting. He acted without goneralsbip in doing 
so, for Grant was to make the first attack ou an- 
other road, and we had no line of battle formed 
nor peparation tor one, and he showed no gener- 
alahip after he came back where we were fighting. 
With nearly a whole division in our rear, that 
took no active part in the fighting, and a brigade 
of our own division that was used principally to 
prolong our line to the let to prevent the Re 
Hauk ing us, he nade no effort wv flank or drive the 
Rebels, but wus satistied to let our little brigade 
of 2,100 men hoid the defensive position we bad 
so hastily assumed. This, too, with nearly two 
hours of daylight after the battle begun. ben 
he came back from his Fulton ride. in the midst 
of the battle, he asked Gen. Hamilton what reg- 
iment that was bolding the right of the line, and 
on being informed said, Teil Col. Matthias to 
hold that position at all hazards ; aud holding 
that precarious position at all hazards seems to 
have been the whole of his geveralship. 

Gen. Rosevrans, | am confident, is ignorant of 
the true character of that fight, aud always has 
been, or be never would have made the foolish 
Statement that he rode along the front of Ham- 
Uton's division on a white horse. Il am the more 
confident of this because, when he was ussigued 
to the command in Missouri he made a speech in 
St. Louis, in which, in giving taffy to the Miss 
sourians, he made statements utterly at vari- 
ance with statements (as to the line of battle) 
that he made in his “order” just after the 
battle. 

I write from * from my diary, and 
from the reports of all the officers of both di- 
visions comprising Kosecrans’ force. I k 
whereof I affirm, as can be readily verifie 
—— living witnesses and by the reports them- 
selves. 

And, as his incompetency came near bringing 
disaster to his army at luka, 80 his delay of 
eighteen hours in pursuing the Rebels after 
their defeat at Corinth lost bim the opportunity 
of capturing all of Price's and Van Dorn's army

THE WHISKY TRADE. 


Distillers Anxious tor an Ead of 
the Agitation on the Tax. 

For some months past the distillers have been 
considerably interested in the “ whisky legisia- 
uon going on in Congress, and yesterday after- 
noon a representative called on Mr. H. H. Shu- 
feldt. President of the National Distillers’ Associa- 
tion, for the purpose of getting hia views on the 
matter and his opinion of the whisky business iu 
general at the present time. Mr. Shufeidt said: 

“THs TRIBUNE has shown a wrong idea of the 
distillers’ action in this matter of legislation, 
and I wil) endeavor to correct it by expiefning 
the course we have taken. Early {a the Winter 
we seat a delegation to Washington to look tv 
our interests, and tit 7 found a bl there for the 
reduction uf the th and tue -extepsion of the 
bonded period from) three to eight years, also a 
provision prohibitimy; the manufacture of spirits 
in vinegar facto:'“s.

A pleasant call was made on 
THE REV.

an intelligent and gentlemauly colored man, the 
Financiai Secretary of the African M. B. Cuuren. 
The object of the visit was to get Mr. Arnett’s 
views in regard to the mooted union of the col- 
ored Methodist Churches. The African M. E. 
Church bas ubout 400. members; the M. E. Zion 
Church and the Colored M. K. Church something 
over 200,000 each; and in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church are about the same number of this 
race. Most ot these are in the South. Mr. Ar- 
nett said their Church was kindly treated by the 
ministers and people of the M. E. Church South. 
Their Bishops trequently preached in the puipits 
of that Church. There had been a great change, 
he said, since the War. On the question of the 
unton of the colored Churcbes, he felt sure that 
a majority of the ministers desiredsucha union; 
but the officials of the Church were mostly 
avainst it, A council of the bishops will be held

How true these 
Statements are the mérchants and bankers ot 
Great Britain well know, and it is easy to under- 
stand that a speech so clear, so well-reasoned, 
and so forcible must have produced an effet 
upon public opinion. 

The situation in England is substantially this: 
Commercial and fivancial opinion is moving 
steadily, — es the slowness characteristic 
of British con atism, toward the adoption of 
a different pwicy. But the inertia of such a 
Goverament is enormous; the pride of opinion 
is almost irresistible; and it is probable that 
nothing less than dire necessity will ever bri 
about a change of policy. 80 long as the Unit 
States will kindly consent to stand in the gap, to 
waste $2,300,000 each month in buying silver for 
which it bas no use, and in bearing all the loss 
invoived in keeping the product of American 
mines from reaching the world’s markets, so 
long Great Brisain will stick to its — 
rigat or wrong, and hope for some change for 
the better. But at the first announcement of a 
change by the United States Great Gritain would 
be compelled to defend its own commerce by 
asking un international agreeweut on the sub- 
ject of coinage. 

In other significant speeches made at this 
meeting it was urged that the time bad come 
for acuon. Mr. A. J. Balfour, M. P., observed 
that “more than one country in Europe, and 
the United States of America, will have to de- 
cide soon what system to adopt. It we obsti- 
nately hold ourselves aloof it may be that 
they will adopt a system which wili- dislocate 
the whole commerce of the world, and pro- 
duce commercial disaster.” The fact was not 
overlouked by bim, nor by the meeting, that 
the disaster would fall mainly upon Great 
Britain. In fact, the moving cause of the or- 
ganiwacdion and effort in Englend is the fear 
that, actuated ya clear view of its own in- 
terests, the United States may at any time 
cease to waste money in coining silver and thus 


‘to shield Engiund from the natural conse- 


quences of its own policy. 

As Mr. Williamson remarked, E ‘srulers
